Former Fairplain Man

merly of Fairplain, was shot to 
death and robbed early Sunday 
morning while walking to his 
car near Olympia stadium in 
downtown Detroit- 


Jones was the son of Mr. and 


Mrs. Clyde Jones, formerly of

road, 


Fairplain, and now residents of 


'Holiday. Fla. Clyde Jones was 
an accountant at Whirlpool's 
laundry- group. St. Joseph, prior 
to retiring in 1970. 


According to. the Associated 


Press. Jones was shot in the 
back and robbed in an unat- 
tended municipal parking lot 
near the stadium after attend- 
ing a tennis match with his wife. 
Catherine. 
Jones had told his 


wife to wait in the lobby of the 
stadium while he went for their 
car1 because it was so cold. Mrs. 
Jones said she and her husband 


had stayed for a 'reception with 
tennis players Bjorn Borg and 
Rod Lavcr after watching the 
Olsonile Tennis Classic Satur- 
day night at Olympia . 


Mrs. Jones said her husband 


told her he was not worried 
about being robbed because he 
had only $4 In his wallet, ac- 
cording to the Associated Press. 


The wire service quoted Mrs. 


Jones as saying. "He was a very 
timid person. He wasn't the type 
to put up resistance." 


Jones' death was Detroit's 


fifth homicide in a 2-i-hour 
peri'id, according to police. 


Mrs. Sharon I3eal Wilson of 


St. Joseph, formerly a sister-in- 
law of Mrs. Jones and a close 
friend of the family., told The 
Herald-Palladium this morning 
that Jones was born in Detroit, 
but reared in the Twin Cities 
area. He was a 1963 graduate of

college in 1967 with a degree in 
business administration. Jones' 
widow is the former Catherine 
Beal. daughter of Mrs. Helen 
Bcal and the late Frederick J.

Iwir. Mrs. Beal now resides at 
5141 Roosevelt road.

He had worked at Graham 
Mortgage for the last three 
years and he and his wife

games.

Sex and violence on television have 


been intensely lobbied propositions for 
several years. 


Parental groups, religious organiza- 


tions, law enforcement agencies, to 
mention a few, have besieged TV's 
diviner of life or death, the Federal 
Communications Commission, to tone 
down or expunge some of the stouter 
material coming through the boob 
tube. 


The Commission ducked the protests 


by pointing out that one section in the 
Federal 
Communications 
Act 


specifically prohibits il from censor- 
ing program content. 


The objectors 
then 
took their 


complaints to their Congressmen. 
When John Pastore, chairman of the 
House Interstate Commerce Commit- 
tee which, among other things, delves 
into broadcasting questions, began to 
make noises that maybe Congress 
should get into the act, the FCC 
decided it better move first. 


Out of a series of chats with the Na- 


tional Association of Broadcasters and 
the three major networks, ABC, CBS 
and NBC, emerged what is called the 
family hour viewing policy. 


The networks, their affiliated sta- 


tions and the NAB 'proclaimed the 
evening hours of 7 to 9 should deliver 
material with more of a National 
Geographic flavor and less of a 
Playboy savor. 


Unlike Richard Nixon who appointed 


him to the FCC chairmanship, Richard 
Wiley presumably did not tape those 
conversations nor have stenographic 
notes made of. them. 


So unless some of the panelists 


choose to talk or write a book, one has 
to guess as to whom said what and in 
whal tone of voice. 


Our guess is that Chairman Wiley 


conducted 
the meetings 
in 
this 


manner: 


"Boys, you know the wolves are 


howling. What can you come up with to 
quiet the »****»*»********" 


The outcome was an industry self 


imposed censorship. 


Man Just Isn't 
Thinking Ahead

In October, 1976, Norman Lear, a 


producer of many smash TV hits, 
including the "All in The Family" 
show, and RobeQldrich, president'of 
the Directors Guild of America, sued 
the NAB and the three networks, 
charging them with conspiring against 
the First Amendment under pressure 
from the FCC. They filed their suit to 
terminate the family hour before 
Warren Ferguson, a federal district 
judge at Los Angeles. 


The other day Judge Ferguson 


handed down a convoluted, 223-page 
opinion which if it does not scuttle the 
family hour definitely sinks a hook in- 
to the networks and the NAB. 


Judge Ferguson ruled the evidence 


is clear enough that the defendants did 
bow to FCC pressure and in so doing 
caused financial distress to Lear and 
other producers whose output does not 
fit"within the family hour guidelines. 


Then he went on to say the networks 


can continue the family hour if each of 
them decides as a matter of good taste 
it is the proper thing'to do. 


Finally, he wound up by more than 


hinting that Leaf and other producers 
may have some good lawsuits for 
money damages coming against the 
defendants. 


More disturbing than anything else 


is Ferguson's statement, "If the 
government intervenes in the future to 
control entertainment programming 
on television, it shall not do so in 
closed door negotiating sessions but in 
conformity with legislatively mandat- 
ed administrative procedures." 


If we read that comment correctly, 


Lear and Aldrich have won a battle 
preliminary to losing the war. 


Unless overruled by the higher 


courts, Ferguson opens the door for 
Congress 
to censor all 
television 


programming and throws any vestige 
of respect to the First Amendment out 
the window. 


ABC, CBS and the NAB say they will 


appeal the decision. NBC has indicated 
it will not pursue the subject. 


ABC and CBS also announced they 


will continue the fapiily viewing hour. 
Though NBC has not stated its inten- 
tion clearly, ifry watchers expect it 
will do likewise. 


While impelled by good motives, the 


family viewing hour is censorship. 


This should have no place in the 


American way. 


Ferguson, unfortunately, has com- 


pounded the error by counseling the 
government to act as a legal blue nose.

hundred and ninety years ago 
Ibis autumn a handful of men 
meeting in Annapolis began a 
sequence of events which was lo 
give America a soul lo go with 
its newly freed body. The men 
issued an invitation lo the 13 
slates lo meet the following 
yrar lo' form a constitution. 
They were led by Alexander 
Hamilton. 


We have not this Bicentennial 


heard much about A. Hamilton. 
We have deified Thomas Jef- 
ferson, given a sixth military 
star lo Gen. Washington, and 
said our proper prayers for Hie 
spirit of Ben Franklin. But 
cheirs h ive lieeii few for the 
first treasury secrelary. 


It figures. Hamilton was nol 


precisely Ihe kind of man to 
whom even history warms. 
Roberl Morris, liis latter-day 
biographer, is kindly in calling 
him a "democrat with a small 
"d'," a gentleman with "quasi- 
monarchical" tendencies. In 
fact, left to Hamilton, the U.S. 
of today might be as much a 
duplicate of as divorced from 
Great Britain, and we should 
refer to our president as His 
Highness. 


Hamilton was a revolutionary 


lory. His life \vas spent securing 
the nation's sovereignty, but on 
his brutally .stiff terms. He 
regarded democracy as too im- 
portant lo be left lo the people 
and leadership as a province of 
Ihe well-to-do. "All communi- 
ties divide themselves into the 
few and the many," he wrote. 
"Tire first are the rich and well 
born, the other the mass of 
people 
(who seldom 
judge 


right). Give therefore to the 
first class a permanent share in 
the government" 


He was not of course the only 


influential official of his time to 
Plot for limited freedom in the 
new nation. John Adams had 
his suspicions aboul the dis- 
posilion of the masses, and his 
fondness for the British system 
of class division. And there 
were olhers more flagrantly 
elitist, 
now called 
Haniil- 


lonians, as distinct from Jcf- 
fersonians. The feud Mween 
HIP two factions rages even to 
llu's day. 


Essentially the Constitution is 


a compromise, of UK extremes 
of Ihe two sides. Jefferson 
wanted a loose confederalion of 
slates, was contemptuous of 
consolidated wealth, and wished 
Use union to remain a place of 
small merchants and family 
farmers. Hamilton, conversely, 
wanted a central government 
wilh an iron grip, presidents 
and governors to be elected for 
life, and an intimate part- 
nership with Great Erilain. 


Al UK lime il was I nought Ihe 


finished Constitution leaned 
more to the Jeffcrsonian prin- 
ciples. Hamilton derided il on 
occasion as a "shilly shally 
tiling of milk and water." And 
yet the language was suf- 
ficiently vague as to leave Hie 
final verdict to history. 


Indeed. Hamilton's hand if 


nol his name is on much of (lie 
nation today. Giant corpora- 
tions operate where simple ar- 
tisans were intended lo prosper. 
Great wealth is concenlralcd in 
a relatively few number of 
families and institutions. The 
Iraniers are said to have wanted 
political influence lo pass 
regularly from candidate to 
candidate, as befits the chang- 
ing mood of the electorate, but 
in fact the power changes only 
slowly, when at all, in the 
Congress of the United States. 


As for the strength of the 


central 
government, 
it is 


undeniable and ever growing. 
And in the middle of it, this 
Bicentennial, there is outside 
the Treasury Department a 
statue of Hamilton which sur- 
veys what he wrought: millions 
of bureaucrats, thousands of 
bureaucracies, gigantic mili- 
tary forces, HEW, HUD, CIA.

Michigan Study Questions Prospect Of Old Age 


For women who have noted 


with mixed emotions those in- 
surance company tables which 
show that females tend to 
outlive 
males, 
a 
recent 


Michigan Department of Social 
Services study may increase 
the tendency lo question the 
prospect of old age. 


When DSS took a look at a 


program designed to help el- 
derly and handicapped persons 
remain in their own homes, 
they found that 76 per cent of 
those receiving services were 
women. 


What's 
. more. 
the 


overwhelming majority, 91 per 
cent, of the persons providing 
senices were women. Even iti 
households with more than one 
potential provider, such as a 
mother or father, son or 
daughter-in-law, the woman 
was recorded as the provider. 


The study speculates that the 


high percentage of women in 
Hie chore services program 
reflects not only a longer life 
expectancy for females, but al- 
so "their higher poverty rate 
due to lack of eligibility for job 
retirement benefits or social 
security." 


As for the large percentage 


. of women providing services. 


DSS officials note that many of 
the services provided under 
this program fall within what 
has been traditionally defined 
as • "woman's 
work" 
— 


.laundry, shopping and errands, 
cleaning and meal preparation. 


Such services are the key, in 


many instances, to enabling an 
elderly or handicapped person 
to remain in her own home 
rather than entering a nursing 
home, an expensive option as 
Uw study notes. 


'.'Aged and disabled 
in- 


dividuals, isolated from tradi- 
tional support structures, often 
face the prospect of giving up 
independent living in favor of 
group living alternatives or 
nursing homes. 


"This in spite of the fact that 


they may not need a costly, 
high-skilled level of care, and 
might prefer to stay in their 
own homes with assistance as 
long as possible." 


The study shows that chore 


service providers are hired 
from the community and may 
be friends, neighbors or rela- 
tives. If a client doesn't know- 


anyone who's available, social 
services 
will 
help 
locate 


somebody. But in all cases the 
client-makes the final choice, 
since he or she is considered 
the employer. 


Since it began in 1972, the 


program has grown rapidly in 
both caseload and cost, and the 
recent study was an effort to 
learn more about both clients 
and providers. 


The study revealed that the 


typical chore services client is 
equally likely to be elderly or 
disabled. Her yearly_income 
runs less than 33,000, and she 
receives federal supplemental 
security 
income 
payments. 


She's living in her own home, 
despite at .least one medical 
problem and 
a range of 


disabilities. 


To help her cope with day to 


day needs she's receiving an 
average of six specific services, 
including light and heavy 
cleaning, meal 
preparation, 


shopping and errands, non- 
nursing personal care, and 
laundry. 


The provider is a middle- 


aged woman unrelated lo the 


client. In return for 176 hours 
of services each month, she 
earns just over 81 an hour, or 
S180.39 a month. 


Although the rate of pay 


varies, it is linked to the 
number of services and hours 
of service provided. 


"Thus the rate of pay deter- 


mination does seem to be a 
rational process based on as- 
pects of the client's condition 
and the 
amount of work 


required of the provider. While 
it is finally up to the judgment 
of each caseworker 'to make 
this determination, there is no 
evidence that the rate of. pay is 
set capriciously." 


According to a DSS spokes- 


man, 
the 
growth 
of 
the 


program, and the accompany- 
ing costs, have stirred con- 
siderable 
concern 
among 


legislators and budget analysts. 
Currently the program serves 
some 11,000 clients, and the 
study projects that at the 
current rate of growth, the 
caseload could increase by 
approximately 1.200 clients a 
year. 


Given' such 
a 
growth, 


monthly costs might climb 
$250.000_per_yeaf. By October 
this year monthly expenditures 
had 
already 
reached $1.9 


million. 


As for efforts to curb costs, 


the study suggests it won't be 
easy. 


"While tha data indicate that 


the key to program cost con- 
tainment lies in redefining the 
eligible 
population, 
legal 


problems stand in the way of 
such reforms. Since the current 
budgetary difficulty seems to 
be based on disagreement by 
relevant parties as to the 
proper scope and usage of the 
program, the first step may be 
to achieve concensus on who 
the program is intended to 
serve and how. 


"It is estimated that demand 


for chores sen-ices will con- 
tinue, and that clients will 
remain in the program for 
several years. We have not yet 
reached the peak of client-stay, 
due to the relative newness of 
the program."

"We need not worry about 


young women out of school 
within the last five to eight 
years with business degrees — 
they have a lot of savvy about 
getting jobs and they were 
courted strenously before they 
graduated But help is needed by 
women who have been in 
business maybe la years or 


f longer and don't wain oppor- 


tunities now open to women to 
pass they by," Crawford says.

Get to the important facts in 


thai resume — forget that Sa- 
turday job in your teens, he 
suggests. List the most impor- 
tant jobs or job functions that 
may add up to show that you arc 
a strong administrator. Most 
firms receive hundreds of job 
applications each week and they 
haven't time lo wade through 
lengthy resumes. Be succinct. 
Some resumes "aren't even 
aesthetically pleasing and some 
language is contrived like that 
used on product brochures," he 
explains. 


"The cover letter should be no 


more than three 
or 
four 


paragraphs and the resume 
should have a lot of white space 
around, it. A buff color sta- 
tionery stands out well against 
the usual white ones," he has 
noticed, "but avoid a bizarre 
color." 


A disjointed resume is likely 


to portend a disjointed inter- 
view, says Crawford, who is in 
Ihe Executive Search Division of 
Ernst-Van Praag. Some women 
become nen'ous and talk inces- 
santly, trying to cover loo much 


ground, and it becomes difficult 
to pin down their experience. 


As for clothes, play it safe — 


be well groomed, "but don't 
wear some outlandish style or 
hairdo. " 


In his job of interviewing 


applicants before they see the 
clients he must often tell them 
not to dress too frivolously. One 
woman wore a stylish broad 
brimmed hat to an interview but 
he couldn't see her face w hen he 
talked to her. and he told her so. 


"But women should dress like 


women. There is so much con- 
formity among men. Some 
women think they should act 
and dress like men in an office 
but I think it ends up working 
against them. If they'd be 
themselves, it would bring a 
nice touch to an office. 


"Women who remain women 


in business can do a super job if 
they use their imaginations and 
perform well, but they shouldn't 
expeel to slide by just because 
they are women." he continues. 


Crawford's clients request 


specific job searches, relaying 
the kind of personality a job 


might require. There is no in- 
dication whether Ihe job is for a 
man or woman, but women are 
more suitable for some posi- 
tions, he adds. 


More women are moving into 


marketing positions formerly 
considered a man's province, 
Crawford says. They are into 
food and toiletry jobs "where 
they should have been long 
Ufa." he points out. Four years 
ago when he left his job as per- 
sonnel director with an adver- 
tising agency he says he was 
amazed to find that top women

NEVV YORK - Headaches hit 


hardest at young women in their 
teens and twenties, but they're 
almost always harmless. 


The 
great 
majority 
of 


women's 
headaches 
are 


migraines, which usually start 
in adolescence, reports the 
November "Seventeen." Ten- 
sion headaches can happen to 
anybody, but these seem to get 
worse as people get older. For 
treatment, doctors recommend 
aspirin most, or some coffee or 
relaxation exercises. 


How can a young woman be 


sure her particular headache 
isn't one of the rare serious 
ones? "If you have occasional 
headaches," says Dr. Seymour 
Diamond, executive secretary 
and former president of the 
American Association for the 
Study of Headache, "or even 
very frequent periodic ones, it's 
almost always not_due to...or- 
ganic disease: that is, infection, 
an abscess, allergies, some 
inflammation or a tumor. But a 
persistent, 
unrelenting 


headache that seems to get 
worse and just will not go away 
should be looked into. So should 
a sudden violent headache that 
comes out of the blue, a 
headache that follows a blow or 
fall, or one with fever, convul- 
sions or toss of consciousness." 


Dr. Diamond adds that few 


headaches are caused by eyes- 
train, but that reading with 
improper light can contribute to 
a headache. 


Some headaches — not many 


— are caused by inflammation 
or congestion of the nasal pas- 
sages. These sinus headaches 
can produce severe pain. If they 
are caused by an infection, it 
must be treated, and in serious 
cases the sinuses have to be 
drained by a doctor.

Prices Going Up 


Although canned and frozen 


vegetable specials will be few 
and far between this month and 
for the entire season, there will 
still be some good news this 
month, according to Maryann 
Beckman. District Extension 
Consumer Marketing Informa- 
tion Aj-ent. 


Mrs. Beckman says: 
Compare prices before buy. 


ing. 


Now that this past season's 


crops are in cans and cartons, 
processors are finally able to 
semi-predict 
prices 
on 


processed products for the 
coming year. The total size of 
the crops processed is only one 
factor 
in 
setting 
prices, 


however. Carryover stocks from 
a year ago, transportation, 
energy and labor costs also 
make a big difference in what 
prices of each product will be. 


Transportation costs, 
for 


example, are already up. Rail 
freight rates increased up to 
five per cent on Oct. 7. This 
means it now costs S4 cents to 
ship 24 No. SOTs'to New York 
and 68 cents per case to 
Chicago, so prices are up three 
and one-half to four cents per 
case over September, just for 
snipping alone. 


Another 
four 
per 
cent 


increase has been requested to 
be effective Jan. 1, which, if 
approved, would mean 5700 
million more a year just for 
transportation costs. 


The processing industry is al- 


so facing a 13 cent per hour 
labor contract increase, begin- 
ning -Ian. 1, which will also be 
reflected in prices of processed 
products. 


Add these facts to smaller 


supplies of many products and 
you get higher prices for most 
canned and frozen fruits and 
vegetables for the rest of this 
year and until next year's har- 
vest season. 
.Bui not all is as gloomy as this 
may sound for there will be 
some good values around this 
month and next and smart 
shoppers should take advantage 
of the situation. 


The' Cling Peach Advisory 


board started a nationwide 
promotion in mid-October and 
packers arc offering 48 to 72 
cents off regular case prices on 
some sized cans. Look for 
specials. This year's cling

month. Increased ocean freight 
rates may soon affect prices of 
canned pineapple, but right now 
major canners are promoting 
specials. Prices on many other 
processed fruits are already up 
in price, due primarily to 
smaller crops and higher labor 
and supply costs. 


Best values in the processed 


vegetable line will be canned 
corn and canned and frozen 
peas. This will not last long. 
Specials will probably run until 
mid-December only for canned 
corn. Prices will advance after 
that. Frozen corn prices are ex- 
pected 
to go up by late 


November. Canned and frozen 
peas will both start up by mid to 
late November, too. Frozen peas 
are in 18 per cent smaller sup- 
ply than last year and at the 
lowest level since I960. 


The canned green 
bean 


market is totally different that a 
year ago. due to poor packs in 
New York state and the North- 
west and increased 
export 


demand. Promotions arc hard 
to find, but a few stores still 
have specials, so take advantage 
of them. 


Rain 
in late September 


brought an early end to the 
California tomato harvest and 
probably an end, also, to the 
tomato and tomato products 
specials seen recently. Compare 
prices and buy accordingly. 
Canned beets and sauerkraut 
arc already up in price, due to 
smaller crops and increased 
export demand. 


There will be some holiday 


specials on canned sweet pota- 
toes this month and next, even 
though the pack is 15 to 25 per 
cent smaller than a year ago. 
Buying some of these processed 
products by the case now, or in 
units of six to 12 cans, only 
makes good sense, in light of 
further price increases.

Michigan Study Questions Prospect Of Old Age 


F or w om en who have noted 
with m ixed em otions those in­ 
surance com pany tables which 
show 
th a t 
fem ales 
tend 
to 
outlive 
m ales, 
a 
recen t 
M ichigan D epartm ent of S<»cial 
S ervices stu d y m ay in crease 
th e tenden cy to q u estio n the 
prospect of old age. 
Wh^n DSS took a look at a 
p ro g ram desig n ed to help el­ 
derly and handicapped persons 
rem ain in th e ir own hom es, 
they found th at 70 per cent of 
those receiving se rv ices w ere 
women. 
W hat’s 
m ore, 
the 
overw helm ing m ajority. 91 per 
cent, of the persons providing 
services w ere women. Even in 
households with m ore than one 
potential pro v id er, such as a 
m o th er 
or 
fa th e r, 
son 
or 
dau g h ter-in -law , 
th e 
w om an 
was recorded as the provider. 
The study speculates th at the 
high p ercen tag e of w om en in 
the ch o re se rv ices p ro g ram 
reflects not only a longer life 
expectancy for fem ales, but al­ 
so “ th eir hig h er poverty ra te 
due to lack of eligibility for job 
re tire m e n t ben efits o r social 
secu rity .” 


As for the larg e percentage 
of wom en providing serv ices, 
DSS officials note that m any of 
the se rv ices provided u n d er 
this p ro g ram fall w ithin w hat 
has been trad itio n ally defined 
as 
“ w o m an ’s 
w o rk ” 
— 
laundry, shopping and erran d s, 
cleaning and m eal preparation. 
Such services art* the key, in 
m any instances, to enabling an 
elderly or handicapped person 
to rem ain in h er own hom e 
rath er than en terin g a n ursing 
hom e, an expensive option as 
the study notes. 
“ Aged 
an d 
d isab led 
in ­ 
dividuals, isolated from tra d i­ 
tional support stru ctu res, often 
face the prospect of giving up 
independent living in favor of 
g roup living a lte rn a tiv e s or 
nursing hom es. 
“ T his in sp ite of the fact that 
they m ay not need a costly, 
high-skilled level of care, and 
m ight p refe r to stay in th eir 
own hom es w ith assistan ce as 
long as possible.” 
T he study show s that chore 
serv ice p ro v id ers a re 
hired 
from the com m unity and m ay 
In* friends, neighbors or re la ­ 
tives. If a client doesn't know 


anyone who’s available, social 
services 
will 
help 
locate 
somebody. But in all cases the 
client m akes the final choice, 
since he or she is considered 
the em ployer. 
Since it began in 1972, th e 
program has grow n rapidly in 
both caseload and cost, and the 
recent study was an effort to 
learn m ore about tx»t h clients 
and providers. 


The study revealed that the 
typical chore services client is 
equally likely to be elderly or 
disabled. H er y e a rly incom e 
runs less than $3,000, and she 
receives federal su p p lem en tal 
secu rity 
incom e 
paym ents. 
She’s living in her own hom e, 
d espite at .least one m edical 
problem 
and 
a 
ran g e 
of 
disabilities. 


To help her cope w ith day to 
day needs sh e ’s receiving an 
average of six specific services, 
including 
light 
and 
heavy 
cleaning, 
m eal 
p re p a ra tio n , 
shopping and e rra n d s, 
non­ 
nursing 
p ersonal 
c a re , 
and 
laundry. 
The p ro v id er is a m iddle- 
aged w om an u nrelated to the 


client. In retu rn for 176 hours 
of serv ices each m onth, she 
earns .just over SI an hour, or 
$180.39 a m onth. 
A lthough 
the 
ra te of pay 
varies, 
it 
is 
linked 
to 
the 
num ber of services and hours 
of serv ice provided. 


“ Thus the rate of pay d eter­ 
m ination does seem to be a 
rational pro cess based on a s­ 
pects of the clien t’s condition 
and

required of the provider. W hile 
it is finally up to the judgm ent 
of each casew o rk er to m ake 
this determ ination, there is no 
evidence that the rate of pay is 
set capriciously.” 


A ccording to a DSS spokes­ 
m an, 
the 
grow th 
of

program , and the accom pany­ 
ing costs, have s tirre d con­ 
sid erab le 
concern 
am ong 
legislators and budget analysts. 
C urrently the pro g ram serves 
som e 11,000 clien ts, and the 
study

could 
in crease

approxim ately 1,200 c lien ts a 
year.

As for efforts to curb costs, 
the study suggests it won’t be 
easy.

they received, just as their men 
had to pay. The Ited Cross was 
adamantly op]wised to this con- 
cept and protested vehemently. 
They lost the fight, however, 
when a "request" came from 
Secretary Stimson. His letter

Allegations have persisted 


since World War II that the Red 
Cross made a profit overseas. 
Nothing could be further from 
the truth. The clubs oin-raled at 
a loss ami represented a heavy 
financial burden to the Red 
Cross. Moreover, the jmblic 
image of the Red Cross was 
badly tarnished when they were 
forced by Stimson to go along

They lost the fight, however, 
when a “ request” came frinii 
Secretary Stimson.

Big City Mayors Seeking Help

PBB, or poly brominated biphenyl, is a toxic chemical that was ac­ 
cidentally mixed with livestock feed in the state in 1973. 


Detroit’s Air Gets ’Em 


DETROIT (AP) — State Police troopers from rural Michigan 
assigned to patrol Detroit's freeway s are plagued with a major 
headache — the city 's polluted air. Detroiters seem accustomed to 
carbon monoxide exhaust fumes, but the poisonous gas can cause 
sickness, officials said. The troopers, fresh from the cleaner at­ 
mosphere of towns like Paw Paw and West Branch, have been sul- 
foring pollution headaches. ‘'Civilians are in the ditch (on the 
freeways) for an hour or less.'' said Sgi. Jam es Gage, assistant 
commander of the Detroit freeway post headquarters. “ The 
troopers are down there eight hours at a time. They breathe more 
fumes." State troopers have been patrolling Detroit's freeways for 
several months to allow city police to spend time on other crime- 
control lx-ats \ veteran Detroit freeway policeman said his remedy 
was to open his car's windows and speed along the inside lane. 
"That fixed it every time," he said.

cases of skin cancer are expect- 
ed this year in the United States 
alone. It is our country's most 
common form of the disease. 


Fortunately, according to 


University of Michigan derma- 
tologist John Voorhees. M.D.. 
skin cancer is one of the more 
benign of malignancies, and is 
often easily and successfully 
trcaled in the physicians's or 
dermatologist's office. 


"Some patients, especially 


swimmers and golfers, have 
small skin cancers removed an- 
nually." reports Dr. Voorhees. 


Others who may have ignored 


treatment or who suffer from 
basal cell skin cancer require 
more extensive treatment, but 
ha've been helped dramatically 
by cryosurgcry or chemosur- 
gery. 


In cryosurgery the cancerous 


skin area is sprayed with freez- 
ing liquid nitrogen and scraped 
free of malignant cells. Healing 
is known to take place in four 
weeks. 


At the U-M Hospital, derma- 


tologists have had striking 
results using chemosurgory, 
which consists first of swabbing 
the affected skin area with an 
acid, and then painting it with a 
paste of /inc chloride. 


The dermatologist removes 


the dressing and paste in four to, 
34 hours, draws a map or 
diagram of the affected area, 
and has each segment of the 
malignancy examined micros- 
copically. 


In some instances the wound 


may require plastic surgery 
after the first healing stage. 
According 
to Dr. William 


Taylor, specialist in chemosur- 
gcry at UK University Hospital, 
-some patients forego plastic 


surgery, because the resulting 
scar is insignificant. 


I'hemosurgery may he us«l to 


renwre any (issue, whether in- 
fectious,

Deaf-Mute" Trial 
Slated In Ohio

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 


Unable to hear or speak, James 
Robert Hunt was ordered into a 
inental institution two years ago 
to learn sign language-so he 
could help defend himself 
against a murder charge. 


But his trial., scheduled to 


start today, may be delayed if 


•"no interpreter is on hand to 


translate proceedings into sign 
language for Hunt, and hack 
again into spoken English when 
Hunt wishes to say something to 
the court. 


The 34-year-old deaf-mute has 


been charged with the fatal 
beating of Ruth Arlcdge. 56, a 
neighbor whose body was found 
in a roadside ditch outside 
Chillicolhe, Ohio, in 1974. 


Hunt's 
lawyer. 
Thomas 


Twyford. said the problem over 
an interpreter arose when 
Judge J. Donald Ratcliff said 
the Ross County Common Pleas 
Court did not have funds to hire 
one. 
. 


"Only a 
handful 
of in- 


terpreters are qualified in the 
state to handle legal work." said 
the defense lawyer. 


Twyford said he believed the 


problem would be overcome 
before the trial's scheduled- 
start, but he did not say how. 


Judge Ratcliff has said that 


he took a liberal view of Ohio's 
insanity law when he committed 
Hunt to Lima State Hospital to 
learn sign language. 


•'The reason why this fellow 


was committed was that he was 
unable to understand the charge 
against him," he said. "The 


fellow was not insane, but 
because of the communication 
handicap he could not counsel in 
his own defense."

RWcliff said he knew of no 


precedent in the stale for his 
''ruling. 


Hunt, of Frankfort, lost his 


speech and hearing as a result 
of a childhood illness. 


A Boy Scout assistant troop 


leader before his difficulties 


• with the law. Hunt was "doing a 


real fine job." troop leader 
Bernell Valentine said. 


"The boys liked him. They'd 


come up to him and tell him 
llrey didn't think he did it. He's 
got a place in our hearts and our 
troop.'

resented her son's commitment 
to a mental institution as "un- 
fair to him. an injustice to him. 


"1 feel they think they had an 


easy thing witli Bobby." she 
said.'"lie's always been able to 
communicate .... I .think they 
just tried to keep htm under 
arrest. If it isn't a frameup, I 
don't know what it is."

state to handle legal work." said 
the defense lawyer. 
Twyford said he believed the 
problem would be overcome 
before the tria ls scheduled' 
start, but he did not say how. 
Judge Ratcliff has said that 
he took a liberal view of Ohio’s 
insanity law when he committed 
Hunt to Lima State Hospital to 
learn sign language. 
“The reason why this fellow 
was committed was that ho u 
unable to understand the charge 
against him .” he said. “ The 


fellow was not insane, but 
because of the communication 
handicap he could not counsel in 
his own defense.’’ 
Rfiteliif said he knew of no 
precedent in the state for his 
ruling.

A Boy Scout assistant troop 
leader before his difficulties 
witli the law .

They'd 
come up to him and tell him 
they didn’t think he did it.

GRAND RAPIDS. Mich. (AP) - A neurologist inves 


tigating PBB contamination says doctors are finding a high 
incidence of central nervous system disorders among 
Michigan farmers. Dr. Sidney Diamond, a neurologist with 
a 35-member team from New York which has betn 
examining farmers and their families at Kent Community i 
Hospital, said he is not certain, however, the disturbances 
are related to PBB. "We're not sold it is a PBB thing 
Diamond said. But he said it is possible the problems are 
related to the PBB contamination which resulted from the 
accidental mixing of a fireretarding chemical with cattle 
feed in 1973. 
' 


Diamond said he had seen farmers with defects in 


memory. He said some farmers also seem to have lost in 
tellectual capacity and co-ordination. Other farmers 
Diamond said, experienced numbness, periods of uncons 
cdousness, unexplained irritability and shortened attention 
span. Among the group. Diamond said, he has encountered 
card players who can no longer keep track of their playing 
hands, long-time farmers who can'tplow a straight furrow, 
and drivers with formerly spotless records who suddenh 
began getting tickets and. having minor accidents. 


"A lot of accidents." Dr. Diamond said. "They seem to 


lie having a lot of accidents." But. ho cautioned, the 
symptoms "could be explained by many other factors 
besides PBB. Dr. Irving Seiikoff, head of the research 
team, said the group will have to compare lab data on PBB 
content in the bodies of those tested with results of the 
neurological tests before any conclusions can be drawn. 
"There arc a lot of things like pesticides or fertilizers on 
the farms these people come from which could cause this to 
happen," Seiikoff said.

(A P ) — A neurologist inves­ 
tigating P B B contamination says doctors are finding a high 
incidence of central nervous system disorders among 
Michigan farmers. Dr. Sidney Diamond, a neurologist with 
a 35-member team from New York which has be(>n 
examining farmers and their families at Kent Community 
Hospital, said he is not crrtain, howe\er, the disturbances 
an* related to PBB. “ We’re not sold it is a I’BB thing," 
Diamond said. But he said it is possible the problems are 
rf'lated to the P B B contamination which result(*d from the 
accidental mixing of a fireretarding chemical with cattle 
fiH*d in 1973. 
Diamond said he had seen farmers with defects in 
memory. He said some farmers also si*em to ha\e lost in­ 
tellectual capacity and co-ordination. Other farmers. 
Diamond said. exp(*rienced numbness, |K‘t*i(Kis of unwns- 
ciousness, unexplained irritability and shorti*ned attention 
span. Among the group. Diamond said, he has encountered 
card players who can no longer keep track of their playing 
hands, long-time farmers who can’t plow a straight hirrow. 
and drivers with formerly spotless n*cords who suddenly 
Ix'gan getting tickets and having minor accidents. 
“ .\ lot of accidents,” Dr. Diamond said. 'TlM'y seem to 
be having a lot of accidents.”

Michigan '77 License Tab 
Sales Start Monday, Nov. 15 


DEARBOKN, 
Mich. 
— 


Michigan motorists will be able 
to purchase 1977 passenger car 
license plate labs beginning 
Monday. Nov. 15. according to 
Automobile Club of Michigan. 


"Prepared applications have 


been mailed to Michigan's 
approximately 5.5 million pas- 
senger, car and motorcycle 
owners." said Joseph Ratkc, 
Auto club licensing manager. 
"These forms can be mailed 
back to the Department of State 
immediately with orders to be 
filled after Nov. 15. 


"Tabs also will be available at 


Department of State and 51 Auto 
club offices across the stale," 
Ratke said. "One lab will be is- 
sued and it should be fastened lo 
the upper right corner of the 
rear plate." . 


The issuance of tabs instead 


of new plates is expected to save 
the state approximately 83.3 
million. 


Deadline for tabs being or- 


dered by mail is March 1 for 
passenger cars and motor- 
cycles, and Feb. 1 for commer- 


cial vehicles and trailers. The 
deadline for having 1977 tabs on 
passenger cars is April 1. while 
it is March 1 for commercial 
vehicles. 


Approximately • one million 


tab orders are expected to be 
filled by mail. Last year, vehicle 
owners purchased abotil 850,000 
license plales by mail. 


"Vehicle owners should check 


the prepared license plate tab 
application closely for errors, 
fill in missing information and 
sign Ihc certification," Hatke 
advised. "Cost of the tab is 
printed on the form. 


T» obtain a tab at Department 


of Slate or Auto club offices, 
motorists must bring in either 


the prepared renewal form, the 
1976 registration or tile cer- 
tificate of vehicle title plus proof 
of public liability and property 
damage insurance. 


"Motorists who use their 


vehicle title for proof must know 
their license plate number." 
Ratke explained.

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Rock Drummer Going Strong At 53

For 53-year-old Ed Cassidy, the 
beat just goes on. and on, and 
on.

‘‘I’m the world’s oldest rock 
’n’ roll drummer, as far as I 
know,” he says. “ It’s sort of 
neat. I’m like living proof to 
young people that they can look 
forward to being in the business 
as long as they want, if they 
present thenvselves properly.” 
Cassidy plays for Spirit — a 
gn>up that has followed a rock 
’n’ roller coaster path of ups and 


downs since Cassidy helped 
form it a decade ago.

strength of its latest album, 
"Farther Along,” a typically 
diverse work in which four of 
the five original membi>rs play 
togrther for the first time since 
a 1971 split.

New Holding Enforcement Irks NFL Players, Coaches 


Fr»m ASSOCIATED PRESS 
The regulation 
is stated 


simply and clearly in the Na- 
tional Football league rule book. 


II says: "A runner may ward 


off opponents with his hands 
and arms but no other player on 
offense may use hands or anns 
to obstruct an opponent by 
grasping with hands, pushing or 
encircling any part of his body 
during a block." 


Then it continues with a. dis- 


cussion of pass blocking, saving 
in part: "The hands must be 
cupped or closed and remain 
inside the Mucker's elbow and 
Inside the frame of UK bodies of 


both the blockcr and his op- 
ponent." 


In oilier wwds: No holding. 
There was no change in the 


rule this season. But suddenly, 
offensive linemen have been 
playing in a sea of yellow 
penalty flags. Most of the calls 
have been for holding. 


Three Sundays ago.- the 


Oakland Raiders played Green 
Bay and officials called 34 
penalties, 17 against each learn. 


"There were more flags than 


at the United Nations," cracked 
Raiders' guard Gene Upshaw, 
wtio attracted his share of 


yellow handerchiefs for holding. 


"Funny." continued Upshaw. 


"I've done the same things for 
eight years, but for the past 
three Weeks, 
they've 
been 


illegal." 


That's just not so, according 


to Art McNally. the NFL's 
supervisor of officials. "There 
hasn't been a change in the in- 
terpretation or working of the 
rule." he said. "But in our 
grading of films every week, we 
ijHiced a lot of uncalled holding 
and we called that to the atten- 
tion of our officials." 


When word went out from the 


league office, the results were 


immediate. The flags started 
flying. "Nobody's been able to 
play a decent game since." said 
Upshaw1. 


Tlii- Raiders have lost a 


league-high 663 yards through 
penalties in the first eight weeks 
of the season. They've been 
penalized 71 times, second ogly 
to Tampa Bay's 77. 


"The linemen don't know 


what they're supposed to do or 
what they're not," said Oakland 
coach John Madden. "The 
things they've done arc now 
railed holding. They've become 
confused and frustrated."

Campbell Inks $1 Million Contract 


BOSTON (AP) - Bill Camp- 


bell, the American League's No. 
1 relief pitcher this year, turned 
an $8,000 gamble into $1 million 
Saturday by signing as a free 
agent with the Boston Red Sox. 


Campbell, 
a 
28-year-old 


righthander who played out his 
option with 
the Minnesota 


Twins, signed with the Red Sox 
less than 48 hours after he was 
Boston's No. 1 pick in baseball's . 
historic re-entry draft-Thurs- 
day. 


Guided by his agent. LaRue 


Harcourt, a business adminis- 
tration teacher at Ccrritos 
College in California, Campbell 
signed a four-year contract. 
Terms were hot disclosed, but 
the pact reportedly calls tor 
SWO.OOO the first year, $300.000 
the second. S200.000 the third 
and $100,000 the fourth. 


"I'm very, very happy," 


Campbell said. "Now I'm 
financially secure and won't 
have to be concerned with con- 
tracts for a long while. I'm go- 
ing out shopping right away. I 
have to get a birthday gift for 


my wife before I fly back to 
Minnesota." 


The 6-fool-3 reliever said he 


earned 
only 
822,000 
with 


Minnesota this year as he com- 
piled a 17-9 record and 2fl"saves 
while hurling 167% innings in 78 
gaiIKS. He had a 3.01 earned run 
average. 


Despite a 4-6 record and a 3.19 


ERA in 1975, Campbell sought a 
830,000 contract from Minnesota 
this year. Tlie Twins refused'to 
give it at the start. Later, they 
reportedly agreed to Campbell's 
demand, but he elected to gam- 
ble on his future. 
' Asked if at one time he and 
the Twins were only S'l.aOO 
apart. Campbell said: 


"It was a little more — but not 


that much more." 


Campbell was Boston's No. 1 


choice in the re-entry draft of 24 
free agents, and he became the 
first- to announce signing with a 
new club. The Red Sox later 
drafted, in order, tne right to 
negotiate with-Bobby Grich. 
Rollie Fingers, Joe Rudi. Don 
Gullett, Dave Cash. Doyle 


Alexander. Bert Campancris 
and Billy Smith. - 


"I got together wilh Mr. Har- 


court immedialely after Ihe 
draft, about six o'clock Thurs- 
day evening," Red Sox assislanl 
general 
manager 
John 


Claiborne said. "We talked for a 
while and split. Then we got 
togelher again wilh Bill about 
eight o'clock. 


"We talked figures and a 


couple of concepts. They wanted 
a litlle lime to think things over. 
We talked a few times Friday 
and Ihen reached agreemcnl 
Friday night. We finalized 
things this morning and we're 
all very pleased." 


"He's a real good pitcher, 


very, very lough." Boslon oul-

near Delroit and Chicago, but 
says it costs a lot of money to 
start a turkey business. 


The turkey on your table Nov. 


25 will probably weigh 20 
pounds and have taken jusl 211 
weeks lo grow — and Unit's 
another feat. N'ol long ago il 
look 25 weeks to raise the 
same-sized bird, says Marquez. 


Likewise, the amounl of feed 


necessary to raise a 211-pound 
bird has dropped 
from 80 


pounds in 1950 to 62 pounds 
today.

The 
people who cat lurkey — if 
you're an average American, 
you ale about nine pounds of it 
last year — gel.more protein 
from it than from most beef.

Under the admonition. "Give. 


But Give Wisely." the BBBs 
note that Hie compilation covers 
a representative list out of the 
7.000 organizations monitored 
by the PAS, and suggest: 


"Donors arc advised lo use 


tills listing only as a general 
guide and to request niore de- 
tailed Information when decid- 
ing whether,or not lo give." 


The BBBs' standards were 


assembled by a committee that 
included fand raisers, corpora- 
lions, the media and public 
sen-ice 
organizations, 
and 


called for full disclosure plus 
outside auditing. 


Questionnaires were sent out 


lo hundreds of organl/alions. 
luich had to meet 40 standards 
lo IK- judged in compliance. To 
lie specific, organizations thai 
solicit nationally musl: 


— Disclose current activities, 


actual accomplishments, voting 
trusteeships and finances. 


— Operate in accordance with 


federal, state, and local laws 
and regulations.
